Washington, August 11.—Doffing 
their coats and for the first time in 
history inviting the press to be pres- 
ent, the conferees of the two houses 
of congress on the wool tariff revision 
ang farmers’ free list bills sat down 
in conference today to compromise 
their differences. Finally at 6 o'clock 
they effected a complete agreement on 
wool and began consideration of the 
free list bill. The conference began 
at 10 o'clock this morning. 

The wool bill, as agreed upon, will 
be reported to the senate tomvrrow by 
Senator La Follette and to the house 
by Representative Underwood. As the| 
house has the papers bearing upon the 
bill, that body will have to act first. ° 
Rushing Hill Through to White House. 

The bill was so amended as to re- 
quire that the proposed law shall take 
effect October 1 instead of January 1, 


as provided in the senate and house 
measures. The conferees hope to have 
the report adopted in both houses to- 
morrow and the bill quickly started 
on its course to the white house, 
where the president is expected to 
veto ft, 

The free list bill was under consid- 
eration for about fifteen minutes, but 
the conflict between the representa- 
tives of the two houses was so pro- 
nounced that it became necessary to 
postpone action until tomorrow after- 
noon.

than any ever passed before, was 
adopted by the house of representa- 
tives yesterday afternoon after a fight 
extending over two and one-half days 
and taking up five sessions.

NEW MEASURE DRAFTED 
BY GEORGIA TEACHERS 


Bill Revolutionizes the State 
School System---State and 
County Boards of Education 
Will Now Have Charge of 
Schools of Georgia---Many 
Amendments Offered. 


The general education bill, intro- 
duced by Mr. Beck, of Brooks, and 
drafted by the State School Teachers’ 
Association, passed the senate yester- 
day afternoon by’ a vote of 36 to 5, 
Those who voted against the bill were 
Senators Crawford, Ennis, Graham, 
Morris and Williams. 

The bill provides for the substitution 
of a state superintendent of schools 
for the state school commissioner, coun- 
ty superintendents of schools for cvwun- 
ty school commissioners, and for the 
appointment by the governor of a state 
board of education, three supervisors 
of schools and~* institutes, and 
auditor. The county boards of educa- 
tion will be named: by the grand juries, 
and the county school superintendent 
elected by the people. 

The salaries of the members of this 
board shall come from the state treas- 
urer. 
ig to receive $2,000, the county superin- 
tendent of schools to receive $600, the 
three supervisors $2,000 and the auditor 
$2,000 per annum. 

Must Attend Meetings. 

The four appointees of the governor 
on thé board of education, two elected 
for two years and two for four, are re-

ings, and shall receive a salary of $250 
per annum and actual traveling ex- 
penses..

Ud Fight Between Church 
and Stale Resumed 


Dr. Gomez Will Oppose Ma- 
dero for' Presidency--Madero 
Repudiated by Anti Re-Elec- 
tionists Who Are Deserting 
Him in Vast Numbers. 


Mexico City, August 11.—Dr. Fran- 
cisco Vasquez Gomez today announced 
hts willingness to become a candidate 
for the presidency of the republic. 

In a talk with an Associated Press 
representative he said that should the 
anti-re-electionists nominate him he 
could not see his way clear to refuse 
the offer. 

At the same time, however, he de- 
clared that his relations with Francisco 
{. Madero were of the most cordial 
nature and added, with a smile, that he 
was still the candidate for the vice 
presidency on the Madero ticket. 

Another surprise came today when 
it became known that the old fight 
between church and state would be 
resumed in Mexico. Notwithstanding 
the separation effected by Benito Jua- 
rez, almost half a century ago, the 
Catholic church, acting through the 
“National Catholic Party,” has  for- 
mally issued a call for a convention 
to place in nominatioh a candidate 
for the presidency. 

That the anti-re-electionists will 
place Dr. Vasquez in nomination ap- 
pears probable in view of their formal 
break with Madero last night. Because 
of Madero’s refusal to annul the con- 
stitutional progressive party, which he 
caused to be created a few weeks ago, 
the anti-re-electionists repudiateq him 
and named Dr. Vasquez as the head of 
their party. 

Telegrams were sent immediately 
to the 357 £=anti-re-electionist clubs 
throughout the republic and tonight at 
their headquarters it was claimed that 
more than 300 had approved their ac- 
tion. 

“The Progressive Party.’’ 

Madero and Dr. Vasquez and his 
brother, Emilo Vasquez Gomez, were 
the founders of the anti-re-election 
club, who placed Madero and Dr. Vas- 
quez in nomination for the presidency 
and vice presidency in April, 1910. 
These organizations later sustained 
the revolution, and at its 
maintained that the action of the con- 
vention in April should be accepted 
as final Madero a few weeks ago 
announced that in his opinion the anti- 
re-electionist clubs had served their 
purpose, inasmuch as the right of a 
president to re-election had been de- 
nied by the success of the revolution.

PEOPLE T0 VOTE ON THE CHARTER 
4TH WEDNESDAY IN SEPTEMBER 


Several Important Amendments Are Made, One Providing 
for Three Tax Assessors to Be Nominated by Adminis- 

_ trative Board and Elected by Council—Second Election 
Provided if No. Member Administrative Board Gets 
Majority of Votes—Council to Elect the School Board. 


By a vote of 118 to 0, the Atlanta charter bill was adopted by the house 
yesterday afternoon as reported by the committee on nunicipal government, 
with an amendment providing that the charter be submitted to the people on 
the fourth Wednesday in September—September 27. fi 

This amendment was unanimously agreed. to by the Fulton county delega- 
tion at a conference prior to the afternoon session of the house. 


“The Atlanta Spirit has reasserted 


itself,” dr-clared Walter McEireath, at 


the session when the bill was called up, and his remark was accompanied by. 
tremendous applause. There were a few other amendments, more or less 
important, all of which had been unanimously agreed upon. 

The amendments being read, the bill was read for the third time, adopted, 
and ordered transmitted to. the senate immediately, where it will probabl; 


come up for the first reading Monday. 
is assured. 
The bill adopted is what is known 


The unanimous action of the senate 


as the compromise charter, being cone 


sidered an ideal combination of the commission plan and the present plan, 
retaining at once the effectiveness and directness of the former, and at the 
same time holding to the basic principles of representative government, and 
separating the administrative and the legislative branches of the government, 
An administration board of five and a council of ten\are provided for. 

Inasmuch as the leaders among thoge who have stood for the commission 
plan, and the leaders of those who advocated a revision of the present char- 
ter have agreed that the compromise is an ideal combination of the two, and 
have pledged their support to its adoption, it is practically assured that the 
people will ratify it by an overwhelming majority. 


When the substitute c 


rter was drawn up, Mr. McElreath then agreed 


that if an indication was shown that there was a desire on the part of any 
citizens to have it submitted to the people for ratification, he would see to it 
that the matter was submitted. Dr. George Brown, a member of the Fulton 


county delegation, contended that such 


a course should be taken, and at Fri- 


day’s conference the delegation agreed unanimously to support an amend- 


ment to that effect. 


With this understanding, the charter came up by unanimous consent, and 
in a few moments was adopted, amendments and all, Dr. Brown having con- 


sented to raise no objection. 


Only one or two changes of import- 
ance were made in the measure as re- 
ported for passage to the house com- 
mittee on niunicipal affairs. 

Three Tax Assessors, 

One amendment provided that there 
shall be three tax assessors and that 
they shall serve for terms of three 
years each, one term expiring each 
year, and that they shali be nominated 
by the administrative board and ap- 
proved or rejected by the council, in- 
stead of being elected by the adminis- 
trative boards for indefinite terms. 

Another amendment provided that 
the schoo] board shall be elected by the 
council instead of by the administra- 
tive board. 

An amendment was offered by Mr. 
Alexander, of DeKalb, and adopted, 
providing that the Pryor streét under- 
pass, arranged for by the terms of the 
bill, shall not be constructé@ until 
the plans are inspected and approved 
by the governor and whatever com- 
mission may then be in existencé and 
having in charge the affairs Of the

Another amendment by Mr. Aléxan- 
der was adopted providing that in con- 
ducting work upon sewefs and sew- 
erage disposal plants in that portion 
of Atlanta which lies in DeKalb coun- 
ty the county commissioner of DéKal»b 
county shall be consulted and ths work 
done with his consent and approval.

OR FREE LEMONS 


Underwood Favors Bread: La 
Follette the Lemons, 


Conferees Deadlocked on Free 
‘List Bill--At Conference to Be 
Held Saturday Democrats 
Hope an Agreement May Be 
Reached.

Washington, August 11.—(Special.)— 
The conference committee did not agree 
upon a farmers’ free list bill today, 
and thereby hangs a story of particular 
interest in Georgia. Another meeting 
of the conferees will be held tomorrow 
afternoon, at which time it is hoped an 
agreement can be reached. 

Mr. Underwood this afternoon sought 
to have the conference report back an 
disagreement. The effect of this action 
would have been to force another vote 
in the senate on the senate amendments 
to the house bill, which tn effect struck 
the fresh meat and free bread and 
cereals provisions. Since the house 
bill failed in the senate last time by 
only a tie vote, Mr. Underwood. had 
hopes that a different result might be 
secured by forcing another vote. 

Quick to see the effect of the adroit 
move on the house leader Senator 
Bailey, of Texas, a member 
the conference committee and the only 
democrat who voted against the house 
bill in the senate, moved as a substi- 
tute that the conference committee re- 
port the senate bill, 

Compromise May be Effected. 


This motion was lost by an even di- 
vision, the senate conferees voting for 
it and the house conferees against. Sen- 
ator Bailey suggested that he could 
move an adjournment, 
take that course, and urged Mr. Under- 
wood to agree to another meeting to- 
morrow, at which time he hoped a 
compromise agreement might be ef- 
fected, 

The democratic house leader may 
submit the question to the house to 
morrow with a request for further in- 
structions from that body.

CO-OPERATIVE EXPERIMENTS 


Hon. Martin V. Calvin was in the 
city on Friday en route to his home 
at Experiment from Waycross, where 
the sixty-fifth anniversary of the 
Georgia State Agricultural Society was 
a by the usual annual conven- 
tion. 

Asked as to the attendance upon the 
convention, Mr. Calvin said: 

“We had ninsty delegates present, 
and a very interesting program. 

“A notably interesting and instruct- 
ive address was delivered by the dis- 
tinguished aad justly theloved chan- 
ctllor of the University of Georgia, Dr. 
David C. Barrow, on ‘Education.’ The 
address was largely an impromptu ef- 
en eloquent and convinc- 
ng. 

“It abounded in original and striking 
suggestions. I have heard Dr. Barrow 
On a@ number of inspiring occasions. 
His speeches and short talks are uni- 
formly instructive and winning. At 
Waycross he surpassed himself. 

“Hon. R. SS. Meharg, of the United 
States farm demonstration service, 
was present, at the instance of Hon. 
James Wilson, secretary of agricul- 
ture. Mr. Meharg gave an address 
that was exceedingly interesting. In 
it he described the special object and 
scope of farm demonstration work. 
He printed out that demonstration 
work ig based on results worked out 
in field and laboratory by the several 
State experiment stations. He made 
percfectiy clear a fact concerning which 
thers is much misapprehension and 
misinfcrmation, namely, that experi- 
mentation and demonstration are one 
end the same. As stated, the latter its 
ap Outccme of the former. An experi- 
ment station, handling a variety of 
subjects, deals necessarily with frac- 
tions of acres; farm demonstrators 
deal with acres, illustrating invaluable

am profoundly interested in the fate of 
the bill introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives by Mr. Ferguson, of Sum- 
ter, appropriating to the Georgia ex- 
periment station $5,000 for 1912 and 
$5,000 for the year 1913, to enable the 
station to conduct co-operative experi- 
ments in corn, cotton and oat culture, 
etc., on the home farms of farmers in 
the sevoral congressional] districts of 
the state; to enable the station to util- 
ize the $25,000 syrup plant at Waycross 
donated to the station by the federal 
government in a systematic and per- 
sistent effort to manufacture a syrup 
from Georgia cane (to be grown on 
land donated to the station by Hon. 
George W. Deen); that will not fer- 
mient, and other experiments of prime 
importance to farmers, which cannot 
be undertaken with federal funds. 

‘In the presence of the large sums 
required, asked for and to be granted 
to other state institutions, the station's 
request is for two tiny crumbs from 
the state’s table, which latter is groan- 
ing under its burden of plenty. 

“I cannot bring myself to believe 
that the general assembly will refuse 
the Georgia experiment station, which 
has not asked or received at the hands 
of the state, a penny for maintenance 
and support in twenty long years, the 
pittance it asks. 

“As director, I do not hesitate to 
Pledge results, practical in $character, 
equal each year to ten imes the 
amount of the annual appropriation. 
I mean to say that: the very small 
amount of money sought will enable 
the station to do a work in its own 
legitimate sphere, that is greatly 
needed, and of immense importance to 
the farmers of the commonwealth.”

Dakieigh Thome Tells of Trust 
Company's Troubles, 


Undue Attention Directed To- 
ward Company in Panic of 
1907, Thorne Tells Commit- 
tee---How the Bank Was 
Saved in Perilous Times. 


Washington, August 11.—Oakleigh 
Thorne, president of the Trust Com- 
pany of America, which became in- 
volved in the fin&ncial panic of 1907, 
the affairs of which have been linked 
with the taking over of, the Tennessee 
Coal ana Iron Company by the United 
States Steel Corporation at that crisis, 
followed George W. Perkins today as 
a witness before the house committee 
of inquiry into the affairs of the steel 
corporation. 

Mr. Thorne forcibly declared, con- 
trary to the testimony given by Mr. 
Perkins and many other’ witnesses, 
that the Trust Company of America 
was not the chief “sore point” of 
trouble at the time it was necessary 
to save the brokerage firm of Moore 


& Schley. 

He surprised the committee with 
declarations that he was certain undue 
attention haq been directeq toward his 
company in that crisis and he denied 
any knowledge of the agreement testi- 
fied to by George W. Perkins, that 
the taking over of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Company by the steel cor- 
poration to save Moore & Schley from 
ruin was dependent upon the bankers 
of New York raising money to save 
the other horn of the dilemma, the 
Trust Company of America and the 
Lincoln Trust Company. 

“Sore Point” of Panic. 

Mr. Thorne was examined in detail 
relating to a public statement given 
to the press October 23, 1907, and at- 
tributed to Mr. Perkins, in which it 
was gald: the “chief sore point of the 
panic was the Trust Company of 
America.” 

He declared that immediately fol- 
lowing this a run on the bank oc- 
curred and that the run in one day 
took out $13,500,000. 

That his financial troubles were in 
any way involved in the difficulties 
of Moore & Schley at that time he 
emphatically denied and further de- 
clareq that Tennessee Coal and Iron 
stock helqg on collateral] for the bank's 
loans amounted to almost nothing in 
that situation. 

Outlines Trust Company’s History. 

Representative Martin W. Littleton 
conducted the examination of Mr. 
Thorne, who first outlined the history 
of the Trust Company of America. 

He said that before the panic of 1907 
his company had assets of $74,000,000. 
He explainéd that he had been a mem- 
ber of the “Tennessee Coal and Iron 
syndicate and his bank had made loans 
to Moore & Schley, which hag been 
paid. 

“Dig you have anything to do with 
the absorption of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Company by the United 
States Steel Corporation in 1907?” Mr. 
Littleton asked. 

“Absolutely 
Thorne. 

Mr. Littleton referred to the failure 
of the Knickerbocker Trust Company 
October 22, 1907, and asked about the 
condition of the Trust Company of 
America on that day. 

“We had $12,000,000 in hand.” 

“What were your withdrawals on the 
224 and 234 of that month?” 

Heavy Withdrawals. 

“On October 22 the withdrawals were 
$1,500,000," Mr. Thorne replied. “On 
the 23, before closing time, the with-

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and a reduction from the senate rate 
of 6 per cent. This paragraph will 
cover cloths, Knit fabrics, unwoven 
women’s and children’s dress 
goods, coat linings, ready-made cloth- 
ing, shawls, webbings, flouncings, 
fringes, laces, embroideries. 
Compromise on Carpets. 

A similar compromise was effected 
on carpets, resulting in making three 
classes instead of one, as in the senate 
bill and nine in the house bill. Class 
1 of today’s compromise ineludes Au- 
busson, Axminster, Mouquette, Che- 
nille, Saxony, Wilton, Tournay velvet 
carpets and Oriental, Berlin and simi- 
lar rugs, and the rate is fixed at 50 
per cent, which is 15 per cent higher 
than the senate rate, and 10 per cent 
higher than the house rate on most 
of the articles. 

On the second class of carpets the 
rate was made 49 per cent. It includes 
Brussels carpets and velvet and tapes- 
try velvet carpets, against 30 and 35 
per cent in the house bill and 35 in 
the senate bill. 

The third clasg rate of 30 per cent 
is made to cover tapestry Brussels, 
treble ingrain, druggets and carpet- 
ings not otherwise provided for. These 
are the cheaper carpets, and the house 
bill fixed a rate of from 25 to 30 per 
cent, while the senate rate was 35 per 
cent, 

Free List Bill. 

After the disposal of the wool bill, 
the free list bill was laid before the 
conference. Mr. Underwood announced 
the absolute refusal of the house to 
accept the senate amendments confin- 
ing the free admission of meats and 
cereals to those coming from countries 
with which the United States has re- 
chprocal trade agreements, which 
would confine the free ftmportation of 
those articles to imports from Canada. 
He stated also that the house would 
insist upon adding lemons to the free 
list. 

“I will never sign a conference re- 
port on those lines,” said Mr. Balley 
almost before the chairman of the 
house confereeS had had opportunity 
to complete his outline of the house 
position. .

HART FREED OF 
MURDER CHARGE 


Jury Finds Him Not Guilty of

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THE LAST OBSTACLE REMOVED! 


‘In order to remove the last apparent ground of pro- 


test against the proposed amendment to the city charter. 
upon which the political potboiler has planted himself, it 


ahd three representatives, to offer and support an amend- 
ment to the bill providing for its adoption by public elec- 
tion. The charter bill, with this amendment, was passed 
by the house unanimously. 

Since the compromise charter amendment was offered 
and adopted by the house committee, there has never been 


jany substantial reason for a public election to pass upon 


it; for its real effect is simply to UNDO BY LEGISLA- 
TION that which has heretofore been DONE BY THE 
SAME PROCESS and in which the public had no voice. 

The politically ridden city boards, for instance, which 
the pending charter amendment proposes to abolish, were 
created not by the people, BUT BY LEGISLATION RE- 
QUESTED BY COUNCIL in which the people had no 
direct voice or part. The most important thing which 
the pending bill proposes to do is to GET RID OF THESE 
BOARDS; and there is no substantial reason why they 
should not be gotten rid of in the same manner in which 
they were created. 

The chief changes proposed to be made in the city 
charter are, in a word, reduction of council membership, 
elimination of ward politics and substitution of efficient 
and capable department heads in place of: the top-heavy 
boards—these administrative chiefs to take their com- 
missions direct from the people and to be responsible di- 
rectly to them. 

This is to be accomplished by amendment and not by 
adoption of complete new city charter; and, as a matter of 
fact, something like 90 per cent of the present city charter 
provisions will remain as they are now. 

Considering these facts and, further, that public sen- 
timent is such that the adoption of this amendment at the 
ballotbox is overwhelmingly assured, it must be apparent 


that the hue and cry raised by the politicians for an elec- 
tion was nothing more nor less than a bluff. 
Well, THE BLUFF HAS BEEN CALLED AND 
THE ELECTION WILL BE HELD! And it is going 
to be an election that ought to satisfy the political pot- 
boilers for all time to come that their rule in Atlanta is at 
an end!

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NO PLACE FOR FALSE ECONOMY. 


In passing the appropriations to state institutions the house 
of representatives, commendably and with vigor, stood by the 
report of the committee on appropriations; it has put through 
the general appropriations bill substantially without change, despite 
the note of false economy sounded in the discussio:: of the measure. 
No sane person would advocate extravagance wr lavish expendi- 
ture of state funds; but the hue and cry raised azainst appropria- 
tions which have been awarded after thorough investigation by the 
largest and, possibly, the most careful committee in the entire gen- 
eral assembly, and which, even with the best the committee is able 
to do, are scarcely sufficient to keep important state institutions from 
a starvation basis, bordérs on the puerile. 

Georgia is big enough and wealthy enough to grant ample 
and adequate support to those institutions which it is her duty 
to maintain—a support which should at least afford them the same 
facilities and bring them to the same standard of excellence, as are 
found in the institutions of neighboring and less wealthy states. 

Yet careful inquiry will demonstrate today that there is no state 
institution, educational or eleemosynary, from common schools and 
state sanitarium on through the list, which is given support sufficient 
to meet the demand upon it and to enable it to maintain the dignity 
and position which, as a Georgia institution, should belong to it. 

Paid, in many instances, miserable pittances of salaries, school 
teachers of the state are, nevertheless, compelled often to wait for 
months for the money the state owes them, or to discount their 
scrip at ruinous rates of interest. The State College of Agriculture 
has become a training school for professors and instructors which are 
soon taken away from its faculty by the institutions of other 
states, because Georgia does not sufficiently compensate them. The 
Georgia School of Technology has suffered from similar drawback. 
The state sanitarium, compelled to care for certain classes of 
inmates for which separate institutions should be provided, as is done 
in other states, is held dawn to the barest and most meager exist- 
ence. The Georgia Normal and Industrial College for girls turns 
away from a practical education more young women than it admits, 
simply because it has not the facilities to care for them. The Deaf 
and Blind academies are constantly crowded to their utmost limits. 
Poorer states than Georgia have state universities which 
are far more liberally supported than ours—and the list might be 
extended at much greater length. 

Instead of crying down the meager appropriations which are ap- 
portioned out to these institutions in which the growth and build- 
ing of the state are so intimately involved, the legislature should be 
found united in the effort, where possible, to go the committee one 
better and give them a support comporting with the dignity and the 
weaith of the state. 

Georgia is abundantly able to support her institutions as they 
should be supported; and the fact that it is not done and never has 
been done stands to the state’s discredit and shame. 

Behind the effort to cut them down it looks as if there were 
nothing more substantial than a cheap game of politics. Fortunately, 
so far as the house is concerned, it did not work. 

But there is a bigger and a broader work yes before the legisla- 
ture; it is to go out and find the money to giv@ these institutions 
what they need and what they should have support that wil! 
place them at least on a par with those of less w@althy states, many 
of which have already surpa orgia in eleeRosynary and edu-

If the general assembly is going to adopt a proper and sys- 
tematic congressional reapportionment measure for Georgia, it must 
get away from the idea that the congressional district is the personal 
political property of the congressman who represents it. 

That appears to be the idea upon which the house congressional 
reapportionment committee has proceeded in the measure which it 
has reported to that body; for it was loudly heralded as an achieve- 
ment to be proud of, that the committee had succeeded in accom- 
plishing its task without removing a single one of the present con- 
gressmen out of his home district. ‘ 

One would think that the district was made for the congress- 
man; not that the congressman is chosen by the district to serve 
and represent it. 

There is only one proper and, strictly speaking, legal basis of 
reapportionment, and that is POPULATION. 

The congressional population unit is 217,000 inhabitants, and 
each district in the state should contain as near that number of 
people as is possible in the rearrangement of the county divisions. 

That this rearrangement can be brought about so as not to 
vary more than a few thousands either way from the prescribed 
basis of representation, has been demonstrated in a number of plans 
that have been proposed. But the proposition carried in the report 
of the house committee, which makes a difference of*nearly 50,000 
between the largest and the smallest district, in point of population, 
is absurd. 
| The general assembly should not entertain this proposal for a 

moment. It is too clearly a case of reapportionment not in the 
interests of the people, but in behalf of those whom the people have 
elected to serve them. 

Judge E. J. Reagan, of McDonough, in a well considered state- 
ment of the case, which The Constitution publishes today, shows 
the fallacy and error in the plan upon which the house committee is 
proceeding. The Constitution recently published, also, a plan sug- 
gested by Editor H. M. Stanley, of The Dublin Courier-Dispatch, 
which approaches even closer to equality of population than the 
arrangement proposed by Judge Reagan. A map of the Stanley plan 
with population of proposed districts, is also reproduced in connec- 
tion with Judge Reagan’s card, solely for the purpose of demon- 
strating the possibility of arriving at a proper solution of this prob- 
lem without cutting one district 20,000 below the population unit 
basis, and giving another 25,000 more than it is entitled to. 

The Constitution has no specific plan of congressional reappor- 
tionment. Its only plan is that which shall best divide Georgia into 
twelve congressional districts, each of which shall have, as nearly as 
possible, an equal population, one approaching, at least, the basis 
unit. 

That is the true basis, the only legitimate basis of congressional 
reapportionment, and no other could be used except in the further- 
ance of personal political interests rather than those of the public.

Editor Constitution: As I have been 
a subscriber to The Constitution for 
nearly forty years I trust that you 
will allow me space in your paper to 
enter my protest against the plan for 
redistricting the state, recommended 
by the committee of the house of rep- 
resentatives, | 

The law requires the legislature to 
divide the state into congressional dis- 
tricts, and, as a matter of course, it 
contemplates that the division shall be 
as nearly equal as possible as to popu- 
lation. But it seems that the com- 
mittee has lost sight of the law en- 
tirely, and are merely trying to ar- 
range the districts to suit the present 
members, of congress from this state. 

The disparity in the population of 
the different districts as recommend- 
ed by this committee is appalling. The 
smallest district contains 199,052 peo- 
ple, while the largest one contains 
243,795, a difference of over 44,000. 

Teo Great a Discrepancy. 

I happen to be a resident of the 
sixth district, the one which’ is favored 
with the 243,795, and while they are 
all good people it. seems to me that 
we have more than our share. The 
people of the second district, 199,052 
in number are very fine people but I 
fail to see any good reason why they 
should have a representative in con- 
gtess for every 199,052 people, while 
the sixth district can have only one 
for every 243,795 people. ; 

The disparity, to a somewhat less 
extent, goes through the whole ar- 


have discriminated against the fifth 
and seventh districts also, giving the 
fifth 235,877 and the seventh 223,544. 
The proper ratio for each district is 
about 217,000, and seven of the twelve 
have less than this number, two of 
them have a very little over it, while 
the seventh district has 6,000 over it, 
the fifth has 18,000 over it and the 
sixth has 26,000 over it. 
The third district adjoins the sixth. 
If the committee had left Crawford 
in the third district instead of putting 
it in the sixth, the third would still 
have had more than 22,000 less than 
the sixth. If they had left Putnam in 
the eighth instead of putting it in 
the sixth, the eighth would then have 
had nearly~1,000 less than the sixth. 
Without putting either Crawford or 
Putnam in the sixth district (in which 
neither of them had been before) it 
would still have 221,617, over 4,000 
more than the average. 
Juggling Is Suggested. 
Then why this juggling on the part 
of the committee? 
It looks like it was merely a game 
of politics on the part of the commit- 
tee. They were trying to please the 
present members of congress, while 
there was no person present to look 
after the interest of the people of the 
different districts. 
We fall to see why 199,000 people in 
south Georgia and 204,000 in south- 
west Georgia should have the same 
representation in congress as 243,000 
people in middle Georgia. We do not 
believe that the people in those sec- 
tions want any such unfair advantage 
over us, nor do we believe they will 
approve of the methods by which the 
politicians are to give it to them. 
There ig no trouble about arranging 
the districts In such a manner as that 


the population in each will be nearly 


the same. I inclose a plan which would 
accomplish this object. It is true that 
it gives the Atlanta district a few 
more than the others, but as some dis- 
tricts must have a few more, it is well 
to give them to the largest city in 
the state. She can take care of them. 
Any legislative committee acting with 
the sole object of equalizing the dis- 
tricts as to population can easily frame 
other plans just as fair. 
Majority Rule. 

The executive committees of some 
of the congressional districts in Geor- 
gia, the sixth among the number, have 
recently changed the method of nomi- 
nating from the county unit rule to 
the plurality rule. This was done pre- 
sumably at the request of the incum- 
bents. None of them, however, have 
favored the only fair rule for nominat- 
ing, which is to require the nominee to 
get a majority of all the votes cast. 
Both the other methods are unfair, the 
plurality rule being the worse of the 
two. 

Under this rule, a large county like 
Bibb, although having less than one- 
fourth of the population, can always 
secure a plurality of the vote, although 
it may not be one-third of the whole 
vote; while in a district like the fifth, 
with a large city Hike Atlanta in it, 
acting under the county unit rule, the 
other counties can prevent Fulton 
county from ever having the congress- 
man, although she has more

\Information Asked for Two 


Weeks Ago Is Not Yet Forth- 
coming---Senator Harris, Sec- 
retary of the Committee, Has 
Asked When to Expect It. 


Senator William J. Harris, secretary 
of the joint committee of the general 
assembly investigating the department 
of agriculture, addressed a communi- 
cation yesterday to Hon. Thomas G. 
Hudson, commissioner of . agriculture, 
asking when he would be ready with

The communication conveyed to the 
commissioner the following resolution 
unanimously adopted by the joint in- 
vestigating committee: 


“Whereas, this committee, appointed 
by virtue of house resolution No. 11 to 
investigate the department of agricul- 
ture, did, on July 80, last, pass a reso- 
lution requesting the commissioner to 
furnish, at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, before the close of the present 
Session, a statement in writing to be 
used as a baste for the beginning of 
Baid investigation, and a copy of this 
resolution was duly transmitted to the 
commissioner. 

And, whereas, the present session of 
the general assembly is drawing to a 
close, and the committee is not inform- 
ed as to when tHis statement can be 
submitted, therefore, be it 

Resolved, By this committee, That 
the secretary be directed to request the 
commissioner of agriculture to notify 
the committee in writinz as to when he 
expects td be able to submit the state- 
ment heretofore requested in the reso- 
lution above referred to, and that the 
commissioner be notified that this in- 
formation is desired at this time be- 
cause of the fact that this statement 
ig required to be used as a basis of this 
investigation, anda for that reason 
Plans for the conduct of: the investi- 
gation cannot be perfected until the 
committee is {nformed as to when this 
Statement muy be submitted.” 

What the Committee Sought.

$30,000,000 GAIN 
IN. TAX RETURNS 


Reports Have Now Been 
Received From 112 


Counties. 


Judged from returns made up to date 

by 112 counties of the state the tax 
returns for 1911 will show an increase 
over last year of approximately $30,- 
000,000, or about $5,000,000 more than 
was originally expected. ' 
. As stated in The Constitution some 
days ago the returns from seventy- 
three counties for this year showed a 
net increase of almost $10,000,000. 
Since that time returns have been re- 
ceived from thirty-nine counties and 
the total net gain now amounts to 
$18,953,063, with Fulton, Chatham, 
Richmond and several other counties 
yet to be heard from, which are ex- 
pecteq to bring the total gain up to 
about $30,000,000. The total 
in 1910 was $88,000,000, but it is ex- 
pected that the gain this year will not 
be so large.

Mr. Norvell has taken time to think 
and look around and see things as they 
are. Some time when those in au- 
thority here have time to think and

Atlanta women were 
the first to agjtate for the abatement 
of the smoke nulisanyve, and they more 
than complement the effort of the men 
in any ee me civic »etterment. 


Men for Women Suffrage. 

When two ‘ears ago, the Atlanta 
women as represented in the City Fed- 
eration of Women's clubs, met by invi- 
tation of the mayor and the chamber 
of commerce to oonsider how women 
might the more directly aid in having 
the bond issue passed, the three men 
who spoke at the meeting all expressed 
themselves as favoring woman's suff- 
rage, but not a woman who was a4 
member of the city federation ex- 
pressed herself that way, for politics 
never enters into the deliberations of 
the city federation, and the suffrage 
question is so dangerously akin to 
politics. 

That men wil! inevitably become the 
leaders here as elsewhere in the bring- 
ing of suffrage to women, cannot be 
doubted, and it will be amusing when 
the time comes. The othher day when 
there was the suffrage parade in New 
York, a group of men marched at the 
head of the procession, these represent- 
ing the league of New York in favor 
of granting women suffrage. Men have 
participated in two events lately in 
Georgia which mark their taking the 
first @tep toward a concerted action 
on the part of the women of the state 
to look into the matter of suffrage. 
The firet incident was the action of a 
board of trustees deposing a woman of 
irreproachable record from a state ed- 
ucationa! institution, without consid- 
eration of her in the matter, thus 
arousing the representative women of 
the state, 


ecutive of the state, who gave her im- 
mediately the highest position within 
his power of appointment (to women). 
The second incident was the refusal 
of the Georgia legislatBre to grant 
woman the privilege of practicing law 
in the state, though every ofher state 
in the union, except three, have done 
so. Honor to whom honor its due. 
Georgia men have started a concerted 
action on the part of the women of 
the state, looking to suffrage as a pro- 
tection to those of their sex who need 
it rather than as the incidental power 
of casting the vote.

ACTOR WARNER'S EFFORT FREES. 


IN ATLANTA PEN 


New York, August 11.—(S8pecial.)— 
Lawyers of this city employed by H, 
B. Warner, an actor known on Broad- 
way, received word today that Presi- 
dent Taft has decided to pardon Ar- 
thur Adams and Robert Sawyer, two 
Enzlish seamen now gerving life sen- 
tences in the federal prison at Atlanta. 

The men have already served six 
years, and will owe their release en- 
tirely to Mr. Warner, who has left no 
stone unturned in his efforts to have 
them pardoned. Adams and Sawyer 
are sailors, who, with another man 
named Harry Scott, were sentenced to 
death in 1905 following their convic- 
tion for having shot and killed E. R, 
Rumell, captain of their ship. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, however, commuted 
the sentences of the two former to life 


imprisonment. Scott was hanged and 
made a confession, declaring the two 
other men were innocent. 

Friendless and penniless, Adams and 
Sawyer were putinto prison at At- 
lanta. They had no facilities for con- 
vincing their imnocence. Last. year 
they read in a NeW York newspaper 
the story of “Alias Jimmy Valentine,” 
& play in which Mr. Warner was play- 
ing the leading role. They immediate- 
ly wrote to the actor, who, after in- 
forming himself thoroughly of the 
case, set about to have the men par- 
doned. He has spent over $2,000 in 
lawyers’ fees, having hired the best 
lawyers Of New York to work on the 
case. He expresses great happiness in 
learning that he has finally accom- 
plished having the men pardoned. 


FOR THE BETTER 


Vatican Physicians Predict Re- 
covery of Pontiff Within 
Ten Days. 


Rome, August 11.—The condition of 
Pope Pius took a decided turn for the 
better this afternoon. S80 well satis- 
fied were the vatican physicians with 
the improvement that they predicted a 
recovery within ten days, barring un- 
forseen complications. Following this 
encouraging declaration, Cardinal 
Merry del Val, the papal secretary of 
state, decided to go tohis villa at Mon- 
temaric on Sunday for the remainder of 
the summer. 

The pope sat up in his chair several 
times today and joked with his sisters 
and officials who visited him. He 
seemed somewhat relieved from pain, 
and once told those about him that he 
intended to get well. Throughout the 
day his temperature continued only 
slightly above normal. The swelling in 
the gouty knee is diminishing, and as 
a result he suffered less pain. Only a 
few times today was it necessary to 
give injections of caffeine to afford re- 
lief. 

In an interview tonight Dr. Petacci, 
the pope's private physician, admitted 
that the pontiff has suffered very much, 
but declared his worst enemy was the 
heat. He added that the disease was 
‘following a normal course, and con- 
Valescence was near at hand, 

Dr, Petacci said Pope Pius laughs at 
the prevailing belief among the super- 
stitious that he will die in the ninth 
year of his pontificate as the pope him- 
self once jokingly made this prophecy. 

Dr. Cagiati, one of the vatican physi- 
cians, remained with the pope tonight.

PAID FARMERS 
They Are Getting Much Less 


| for Their Products Than 
| Last Year. 


Washington, August 11.—The prob- 


i] of the high cost of living appar- 
ently is being solved, at least so far as 
farm products are concerned, for the 
farmers are getting lower prices for 
their products this year than they re- 
ceived a year ago. According to official 
figures issued today by the department 
of agriculture. Potatoes were the no- 
table exception, their price having 
more than doubled. The department's 
statement says: 

“Prices paid to farmers in the 
United States on August 1, compgred 
with August 1 last year, for potatoes, 
averaged 109.6 per cent higher; hay, 
29.9 per cent higher; barley, 26.7 per 
cent higher; buckwheat, 1.6 per cent 
higher; rye, 1.5 per cent higher; corn, 
2.1 per cent lower; oats, 3.6 per cent 
lower; flaxseed, 5 per cent lower; cot- 
ton, 7.7 per cent lower; chickens, 8.2 
per cent lower; butter, 8.8 per cent 
lower; egz3, 11.9 per cent lower; wheat. 
16.4 per cent lower; average for all 
products above named, 2.9 per cent 
lower. 

“Similarly prices on July 15, 1911, 
compared with same date last year, for 
sweet potatoes, averaged 40.7 per cent 
higher; clover seed, 29.7 per eent high- 
er; cabbages, 29.1 per cent higher; ap- 
ples, 23.4 per cent higher; onions, 16.2 
per cent higher; honey, 4.6 per cent 
higher; milch cows, 0.9 percent lower;

New York, August 11.—R. G. Dun &

Review of Sugar Market. 

New York, August 11.—Seldom has there 
been witnessed such a situation as now ex- 
ists In the sugar trade, for refiners are won- 
dering {f they will be able to get through 
September without serious trouble. As the 
advance of 20 points by all local interests, ex- 
cept the American, indicates they are short 
of raws and must put up granulated in order 
to protect themselves. The attitude of the 
American is interpreted generally as designed 
to keep down speculation in raw sugar ere 
being little risk involved in quoting tHe 575 
cents less two per cent, since this company 
takes business for prompt shipment only 
where the buyer has no uncompleted contract 
on the books. 

Withdrawals of refined have been good as 
the country is using up sugar rapidly, but 
since most distributors have a full month’s 
supply on contract, the critical point will not 
be reached until September. The supply of 
raws is so limited that the entrance of re- 
finers into the market put up prices sharply 
to 4.875 cents, which means a margin of only 
77 points for granulated, hardly sufficient for 
this time of the year. Refiners are from one 
to two weeks behind in delivery and appar- 
ently hope to feel their way by purchasing 
sparingly until domestic beet sugar comes 
along on October. Manufacturers of the lIat- 
ter are bound to reap a big profit as a result 
of the present high prices. The wild specu- 
lation abroad in Europe is of course a prime 
factor in the situation, the drought having 
severely injured beets, though timely rains 
can yet prevent too sharp a reduction fm the 
crop. In view of the bad siump in London 
options last year, which caused such big 
losses abroad, some local circles feel that a 
purchase of raw sugar entails great risk, but 
apparently the only other alternative és to 
cease operations.

“It is folly—nothing but a play to 
the galleries—for us to vote away 
funds which we haven't got,” he de- 
clared. : 

Mr. Foster, of Newton, sald that if 
the house had not given increases to 
everybody else he would oppose one 
for the school fund. 


Needs of Schools. 


“If those increases are needed for 
the other institutions how much more 
is one needed by the public schools?” 
he inqutred. 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, opposed 
the proposed increase and defended the 
appropriations to the colleges. 

“If the poor man’s children are to 
get higher education, it is necessary 
that the state aid them,” he said. “The 
rich man can send his children: any- 
where; the poor man must educate his 
here.”

With the 
announcement of General Reyes that 
he would run there was noted a heavy 
fall in the Mad@ro stock today, since 
the split in his ranks and in view of 
the activity shown by the Catholic 
party, there is displayed great uneasi- 
ness among Madero’s followers. 

The first conVention called is that of 
the anti-re-electionists. On the follow- 
ing day, August 16, the*Catholics are 
summoned to make their choice, and on 
August 27, the progressives, Madero’s 
party, will convene. Reyes is baéked 
by no party, unless the various “Reyis- 
ta clubs” may be considered as such. 
He is making the race as an independ- 
ent and as yet no convention to place 
him in formal nomination has been 
called. 

Political gossip has it that the div!- 
sion in th following of Madero and the 
entry of the Catholic part have weak- 
ened the chances of all but General 
Reyes. This candidate depended at no 
time upon any of the Maderistas nor 
upon the Catholics, but upon a-personal 
following.

“T understand,” said Joe Hill Hall, 
“that these apptopriations are paid 
out by warrant of the governor and 
that that is the last of any record of 
them. No reports are made.” 

Adjournment stopped the discussion, 
and it was not resumed when the 
afternoon meeting began.

$37,500 for insurance of the state’s 
buildings went through without pro- 
test. 

Votes Are Explained. 

The next row came in considering 
the completed bill when an aye and 
nay vote was forced on the increase 
to the common schools. Chairman Mc-

consent be given for suspending the 
rule permitting the explanation ofl 
votes.

Joe Hill Halil took ogcasion to say 
that the state treasury had been bank-|

“service pensions.”
